THE BOSS’S OUTLOOK 


In every organization there are 
young fellows, and some older ones 
too, who look forward to the day 
when they will either have a respon- 
sible executive position, if the firm 
is a large one, or be able to branch 
out as their own boss. But it is not 
enough to have had long experience 
in the nursery business, to know 
plants and what to do with them. 
Before such an individual risks his 
capital in making a flight on his own, 
he should examine himself to see 
whether he has the outlook which the 
boss must have in order to make a 
success of his enterprise. 

Not only must the boss be experi- 
enced and well informed in the line 
of business which he has undertaken, 
but he must keep abreast of new 
ideas, not just by attending a trade 
convention once or twice a year, but 
by making contact with other nurs- 
erymen and with other businessmen 
throughout the 12 months. He mixes 
well at the luncheon clubs of business 
executives. He finds it interesting to 
discuss prices, costs, ideas for new 
products, new markets, the condi- 
tion of business, the outlook, the 
effect of politics and legislation on 
business, taxes in their various 
phases, the money prospect and 


many more subjects. 

If a young man is thinking of try- 
ing his wings in an enterprise of his 
own, he should catechize himself 
closely to find out if he is truly inter- 
ested in these topics and is a good 
collector of information on the sub- 
jects. The manager or executive or 
the boss must have a broad outlook 
and take interest in many topics that 
the confining area of a small business 
enterprise does not give. There are 
plenty of men already in business on 
their own who are restricted in their 
success by lack of capacity to culti- 
vate an outlook over the broad field 
described. The younger man who 
cannot find interest in it or cultivate 
it will likely save himself sadness and 
loss by seeking to be a tried and

trusted helper in an organization 
that is run by others. 


THE IDEAL SALESCLERK 

The factors customers consider 
most important in a salesclerk are 
those that indicate he is an individ- 
ual who will make buying a pleasant 
social experience, a recent survey by 
the research division of the Chicago 
Tribune disclosed. 

In a 4-day contest conducted by 
The Tribune in cooperation with 
the Sales Executives’ Club of Chi- 
cago, more than 2,000 persons rated 
the 10 qualities sought in sales- 
persons. 

The qualities chosen, in order, 
were neatness of appearance, friend- 
liness of manner, courtesy and pa- 
tience in dealing with customers, 
reputation for truthfulness, ability to 
understand a customer’s desire and 
the ability to help the customer buy 
to best advantage. 

Also listed were all-out determi- 
nation to please, ability to show how 
the customer benefits from a pur- 
chase, interest in the customer’s 
satisfaction and ability to remember 
the customer’s preference. 

Interpretation of the survey indi- 
cated the customer seeks a truthful 
salesperson, but even more impor- 
tant are the factors that permit the 
customer to judge merchandise for 
himself. 

The customer enjoys neatness and 
a manner which is friendly, patient 
and courteous because he associates 
these qualities with trustworthiness 
and willingness to show personal con- 
sideration. 

The factors next in importance 
concern the salesman’s acuteness in 
communication; he must have the 
intelligence to understand the cus- 
tomer’s desires readily when the pur- 
chaser has difficulty in expressing 


himself. 


SUMMER WORK 


The retail nurseryman or garden 
shop operator has an opportunity to 
compile a good mailing list by mak- 
ing sure that each customer’s name 
and address are noted on a duplicate 
sales check, whether the transaction 
be for cash or not. These customers, 
large or small, can be developed into 
better ones by the use of occasional 
mailing pieces of various kinds. 

If one has such a prospect list, it 
is also possible to do some missionary 
work in a period when time hangs 
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heavy on salesmen’s hands. Of 
course, if a landscape business is op. 
erated in conjunction with the gar. 
den shop or salesyard, some follow. 
up system is probably already in use 
But if no landscape organization js 
maintained, it is possible to spend 
an afternoon calling on customers in 
a given area, for a friendly chat 
about their plantings, either with the 
owner or his wife, with some possible 
suggestions as to additions. The ad. 
vice may not be exactly what the 
owner seeks, but he will be flattered 
by the interest and will visit the en. 
terprising mnurseryman when he 
wants further plants. 


LINNAEUS’ BIRTHDAY 

This month will be celebrated the 
250th anniversary of the birth of Car! 
Linnaeus, born May 23, 1707, whose 
name is known throughout the bo- 
tanical and horticultural worlds for 
his great work in setting order to 
plant names. It is hard to believe 
that only two centuries ago this was 
accomplished. Before that time bo- 
tanical authors frequently used long 
Latin descriptions, which were diff- 
cult for easy reference, to say the 
least. 

Linnaeus set up a system, following 
some old botanical authors, distin- 
guishing a genus by a noun and the 
species within the genus by an ad- 
jective. He set up the principles on 
which a genus and a species should 
be defined. He classified plants pri- 
marily on the number of stamens in 
their flowers—not the most satisfac- 
tory system, but easier than those 
previously advanced. 

Linnaeus was named for the linden 
tree by his father, a minister in Swe- 
den who had a fondness for botany. 
This liking he transmitted to his son, 
but not an aptitude for other studies. 
The boy won the attention of a pro- 
fessor interested in plants, who made 
it possible for him to complete his 
education in medicine, for then in- 
terest in plants was largely confined 
to their medical use. After practicing 
medicine for a few years, in 1741 he 
was appointed professor of botany at 
Upsala, where he remained the rest 
of his life. He was the author of 
180 books and booklets, won many 
honors and was ennobled, acquiring 
the name of von Linne, which he 
rarely used. He died in 1778, and 
burial took place in the cathedral 
with a pomp that was contrary to his 
lifetime habits, but greatly deserved, 
as generations of users of plant 
names have since recognized. 
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Modern Garden Center Layout 


The first thing to consider in lay- 
ing out a modern nursery and garden 
center often is the location of such 
an enterprise. Established firms, 
naturally, do not have this problem. 
But those contemplating moving or 
establishing a branch must put this 
problem paramount in their thinking 
and planning. Location will of ne- 
cessity determine the over-all layout 
of the business. Terrain, public 
roadways, drainage and many other 
problems are all factors in laying 
out the basic outline. There are 
many fundamental principles that 
will remain constant, regardless of 
location. The engagement of a land- 
scape architect and a building archi- 
tect, especially someone who is fam- 
iliar with the nursery business, is of 
prime importance. 

All things being equal, a location 
on a main, well-traveled thorough- 
fare is to be preferred over a more 
remote location. However, the high 
value of property today and the 
need for fairly large parcels of 
land make cost an important item 
for consideration. Nurseries, in gen- 
eral, do not depend too much on 
transient traffic for business. Tran- 
sient customers do not buy large 
quantities of nursery stock. An at- 
tractive well-managed garden center 
with plenty of parking space will 
always attract customers providing 
the location is reasonably accessible. 


Customer Parking 


Adequate parking is of major im- 
portance today, and much study 
should be given to determining how 
much parking space is required. 
Checking on the number of cars 
parked during the peak season will 
be of help. Conferring with special- 
ists on the subject is also a good idea. 
A garden center of even modest size, 
with $100,000 annual gross sales, 
should have parking for at least 
10 to 50 cars. With the large volume 
of business concentrated into short 
periods, as in the spring, space for 
from 75 to 100 cars would probably 
be more desirable. 

Some thought should be given to 
overflow parking for special events. 
The size of the business will influ- 
ence the size of the parking lot, and 
it would not be exaggerating to pro- 
vide parking for 300 to 500 cars in 
some cases. Using the rule of thumb 
of allowing for 120 cars per acre, 
one readily perceives that parking 
requires much valuable land. Em-

Jack F. Schneider, author of a 
series of articles on the garden center 
beginning in this issue, writes from 
the area of the west coast where the 
idea found early acceptance and rap- 
idly moved into an expansive expres- 
sion. He is a partner in the Orchard 
Nursery, Lafayette, Calif., a membe 
of both the California Association of 
Nurserymen and the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen. 

After graduating from college, Mr. 
Schneider spent 10 years in sales and 
research work. He entered the nurs- 
ery business in 1945, with Stewart 
Wade, and the two put their ideas 
into form. In 1956, they built a 
modern garden center under the de- 
tailed plans of an architectural firm. 
The layout has received wide acclaim 
as one of the most modern retail gar- 
den centers in California. 

Active in association and civic pro- 
grams, Mr. Schneider has pioneered 
many retail sales techniques and ex- 
pressed his ideas on nursery retailing 
at conventions of the California Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen and the Amer- 
ican Association of Nurserymen on 
the west coast. In January of the 
present year, his talks aroused much 
interest at nurserymen’s conventions 


in both Ohio and Michigan.

Sometimes a garden center may 
locate next door to a modern shop- 
ping center and will be permitted to 
use the large parking areas provided 


by these enterprises. In general, how- 
ever, space requirements of a modern 
garden center are such that prop- 
erty is too valuable to allow locating 
in a shopping center. Other types of 
business can draw a much higher 
dollar volume per square foot occu- 
pied and thus provide higher re- 
turns on the investment dollar. 

The nurseryman must determine 
his basic space need before he can 
proceed. After the size of the park- 
ing area is determined, space needs 
for the rest of the operation should 
be ascertained. Size of store, size of 
salesyard, storage and growing op- 
erations (if any) must all be con- 
sidered and added together if one is 
to arrive at the final total space 
requirements. 

Once the question of location is 
settled, or if the case is simply one 
of remodeling, thought can be de- 
voted to the actual layout. As pre- 
viously mentioned, such factors as 
terrain and are im- 
portant in determining basic layout 
patterns. Parking areas, in general, 
should be at the front or side of the 
garden center, accessible to the main 
thoroughfare and also located so as 
to make loading of cars easy.

Plan Traffic Pattern 


The main entrance to the store 
should be easily distinguished. The 
major traffic should funnel through 
this entrance. Having too many 
entrances and exits in the shop 
makes it difficult for the operator to 
keep track of the customers. By 
forcing them to follow a definite traf-

fic pattern, both as to entering and 
leaving, it is possible to control the 
customers’ movement to a great de- 
eree. If customers finish making their 
selections in the store near the cash 
register, it is often easy to encourage 
additional last-minute sales that will 
go a long way toward building great- 
er volume. 

Also, it is best to have employees 
take the customers’ money near the 
register, to reduce pilfering and mis- 
takes. If the business allows charge 
accounts then the charges are han- 
dled methodically at the register and 
there is little chance of salesmen’s 
neglecting to write up the charge. 

Perhaps it is desirable to lay down 
what seem to be the basic needs in 
modern layout. I believe the para- 
mount issue in today’s layout is the 
reduction of handling stock. Labor 
is the biggest single cost in operation 
today. Figuring this cost at a basic 


t to 5 cents per minute, one readily 
sees that elimination of wheelbarrow 
loading and unloading can effect 
savings in time and money. There- 
fore, one should plan to have road- 
ways and storage facilities that are 
accessible to trucks and automobiles. 
There is no need to have additional 
storage of bulk items, such as fer- 
tilizers, peat, etc. In modern layout, 
storage and sales should be as one. 
Wholesale delivery of these items 
should be made directly to the sales 
area. Some additional storage may 
be necessary for some sacked items at 
the peak of the season. Direct load- 
ing into the customers’ cars can be 
effected if the storage area for heavy 
materials is adjacent to the parking 
lot. Electric carts timesavers 
and should be given consideration. 
Access through the nursery should 
be provided for trucks and cars. This 
will necessitate making lath areas at

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least 12 to 13 feet high over such 
roadways to allow clearance fo; 
large trucks. These roads should by 
at least eight feet wide. Much mate. 
rial can then be loaded directly int 
the proper beds, be conveniently as. 
sembled and then loaded directh 
onto trucks for delivery. Connecting 
paths throughout the nursery should 
be a minimum of four feet wide: fiy 
feet is better, and for any major lat. 
erals, six feet is still better. If electric 
carts are used, these wider paths 
make maneuvering much easier. 

Planning for the receiving and 
shipping areas for nursery stock js 
important. These areas should be 
isolated from sales areas for several 
reasons. Incoming stock must often 
be inspected and priced before being 
offered for This work cannot 
always be done immediately upon ar. 
rival of the stock. If the receiving 
area is located near the sales area. 
but separated in such a way that 
customers cannot have access to it. 
it will not be necessary to take tim 
to explain to customers why the in. 
coming stock stored there tempo- 
rarily can not be sold or why it is 
not priced. The assembling area for 
delivery orders should be adjacent 
also, but isolated. Customers seem 
always to want items that have been 
previously sold; so if the latter can 
be assembled and stored away from 
the public, time for explanation can 
be saved. 


sale. 


Wholesale growing areas should bv 
isolated from retail areas. The pub- 
lic often wishes to buy plants befor 
they are established and ready for 
sale. The surest way to avoid this 
trouble is to locate the growing area 
away from the sales area. 


Watering Facilities 


Thought should be given to som 
type of automatic watering. Be sure 
to install water lines that are larg 
enough and well located for needs 
A properly engineered system is im- 
perative. Many times the whol 
crew of a nursery takes to watering 
for a short period; in order for the 
work to be done efficiently, sufficient 
pressure and volume are necessary 
Proper drainage follows as a neces 
sity in one’s dealing with water. The 
water from sprinklers and hoses in 
the summer and winter rains must be 
eliminated properly. The installation 
of drain tile in the sales storage beds 
should be considered. The over-all 
slope and drainage should be pro 
vided for before any major construc- 
tion begins. 

Beds for displaying nursery stock 
should be arranged in a pattern to 
channel traffic. Some raised beds

Methods of wounding the stems 
f rhododendron cuttings to stimu- 
late rooting has been described by 
writers (bibliog. 1,34 While it is 
generally agreed that wounding 
stimulates heavier rooting, a com- 
parison of the effectiveness of the five 
described wounding methods has 
not been made previously to our 
knowledge. 

Rhododendron catawbiense Rose- 
um Elegans was used as the test 
variety because Wells and others had 
ued it in their propagation experi- 
ments. ‘This variety roots readily, so 
that the effects on root production 
were easily discernible. Vegetative 
cuttings three to five inches in size 
were dipped in Hormodin No. 3 
powder, which contains 0.8 per cent 
indolebutyric acid diluted with talc, 
hereafter described as 0.8 per cent 
IBA. 

The propagation medium consist- 
ed of equal parts by volume of sand 
and sphagnum peat. Temperature of 
the medium was kept at 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit by electric soil cables. 
Intermittent mist was applied for 
four seconds of each minute from 8 


am. to 5 p.m. 
Methods Described 


One hundred cuttings were treated 
by each of the following wounding 
methods October 14, 1955. The var- 
ious methods of wounding are illus- 
trated in figure 1. 

1. Control—without stem wounds. 

2. Slit—vertical cuts through the 
bark, for a distance of about one 
and one-half inches at the base of 
the stem made with the razor blade 
wounder described by Wells (5

Root production was evaluated 
December 15, 1955, by a method de- 
scribed by Coggeshall (2) in which 
the cuttings are classified according 
to the size pot necessary to hold the 
root ball. Categories used were 4- 


inch pot, 3-inch pot, 2-inch pot, 1- 
inch pot, callused, not callused and 
dead. This is a valuable method for 
evaluating the rooting of fibrous- 
rooted plants, since it is based on a 
numerical system well established in 
the

creased rooting would have to bk 
considered in a commercial opera- 
tion, this was determined. ‘Time 
studies showed that stripping takes 
about five times as long as wounding 
one side and three times as long as 
wounding two sides of a cutting. 
The time necessary to wound 100 
rhododendron cuttings by the several 
methods described was as follows, in 
minutes: Slit, 4; one side wounded, 
+.9: two sides wounded, 8.7; sliced, 
12.2, and stripped, 23.4. 


Wounding Advantage 


One of the advantages of wound- 
ing was that root initiation occurred 
wherever callus formation took place 
instead of being restricted to the 
basal callus area. Often a single root

from the basal callus will develop 
into a large root mass which breaks 
off easily when the cutting is handled 
during planting operations. 

Stripping produced the greatest 
amount of root initiation since root 
initials developed throughout the 
stripped area. A sturdy root ball 
was formed by this method. The 
test results with this method seem 
to have been better than those of 
the originator, Bridgers (1 

Basal origin accounted for the 
greatest proportion of roots in the 
other cases. However, there were 
differences in the amount of stem 
rooting between the other methods. 
Most stem rooting was produced by 
the two sides wounded method, fol- 
lowed by one side wounded, slit and 
sliced methods. 


Conclusions 


Wounding of cuttings of Rhodo- 
dendron catawbiense Roseum Ele- 
gans increased the percentage of 
cuttings that root and stimulated 
heavier rooting. 

The response in heaviness of root- 
ing appears to be directly related to 
the severity of wounding. The more 
severe the wounding, the heavier 
the root system produced. 

The percentage of cuttings that 
rooted in the acceptable 2, 3 and 4- 
inch pot sizes by the three most ef- 
fective methods were: One side 
wounded, 88; two sides wounded, 91, 
and stripped, 92. In comparison, the 
control, slit and sliced treatments 
yielded 42, 48 and 45 per cent of 
these sizes, respectively. 

Because of the time necessary to 
prepare the cuttings, either the one 
side wounded or two sides wounded 
methods will probably be more com- 
mercially accepted than the stripped 
method, which requires approxi- 


mately three times as long to pre- 
pare.

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Tips for Better Landscapes 


Gadgets in the Garden

Gadgets, call them what you will, 
can be valuable additions to garden 
living, or they can so clutter an area 
that it looks like a menagerie. People 
sometimes go overboard with their 
enthusiasm; so the terrace, the front 
of the home, or the rear screened 
porch takes on the appearance of a 
curiosity shop. 

A gadget might be an old oil lamp, 
a wall bracket, a brass plant holder, 
a wooden duck, a painted wagon 
wheel, a wheelbarrow that holds ge- 
raniums, ivy and other plants,or even 
half of an old barrel that houses an 
azalea, camellia or rhododendron. 
A rustic iron gate could be used as 
an ornament, and I suspect that even 
a milk can might find a place in the 
landscape. 

Entering the driveway of a friend’s 
home one day, I noticed a rustic 
lamp, hooked to an overhead branch 
of a large sugar maple. The lamp 
had been converted to electricity and 
did not seem out of place with the 
old frame house. Illustration A shows 
this light. Such a light is appropriate 
under these conditions, but certainly 
would look strange with a house of 
severe lines and modern appearance. 
To prevent a home from becoming 
ye olde curiosity shop one should 
guard against the cluttering of the 
entrance, porch or trees with a con- 
glomeration of trinkets.

type of lamp placed on a post and 
electrically connected. The first 
lamp is used to light the entrance 
and it does the job well. It was 
doubly important in this instance 
since the entrance is of field stone 
laid in an effective, irregular pattern. 
One unseen step can prove not only 
hazardous but disastrous. Repeating 
the use of the same lamp tends to 
give a harmonious feeling. Many 
times people will spend days looking 
for an antique lamp, but they will 
add a second feature that is entirely 
foreign to it and spoil its effect. 
The lamp and its post in the illus- 
tration were not planted because the 
general surroundings were open, and 
the landscape effects were achieved 
by the inclusion of existing old sugar 
maples and large apple trees. Any 
planting about the base of this post 
would have looked like an island iso- 
lated from the surroundings. The 
post is white, matching the house. 


Plantings about Posts 


There are times when such a 
planting is very much in keeping 
when the home and the surroundings 
do not have an open atmosphere but 
are planted with shrubs and ground 
covers. The simplest and most ef- 
fective way of handling such a situa- 
tion is to see first what plants are 
near the home and then repeat one 
or two of these species at the base of 
the post. Do not bring in a collec- 
tion of many plant types, but keep 
the planting simple. Remember, the 
lamppost is not the most important 
part of the area, and if it is empha- 
sized by a planting it may become 
unsuitably dominant. 

Why do people employ old lan- 
terns, foot scrapers and the like as 
decoration? There are several rea- 
sons. One is that people become at- 
tached to an antique because of 
childhood experiences, or the item 
may be a family heirloom. Many 
people like to have mementos of 
their youth. Oftentimes, the article 
is present because of the influence of 
grandparents or because a good 
friend has something similar and it 
looks good on his property. Some 
people just have an appreciation of 
these old, well-made ornaments, 
which certainly add a bit of restful 
distinction is wisely used. Practically

everyone feels a little nostalgia at 
times. 

If the theme of one’s gadgets is 
brass or black metal, then it is often 
a good idea to carry this material 
through the scheme of things. It is 
like repeating shrubs in plantings—a 
unity results when they are well 
chosen and placed. An exact bal- 
ance of one item with another like 
it should be avoided, as in the use 
of plant material. One not 
usually place another plant of the 
same species exactly in the same spot 
as the first on the opposite side of a 
lawn area. Perfect balance becomes 
tiresome, though it can be fitting to 
some modern homes of clean lines. 
The people who live in such homes 
often tend toward the formal aspects 
of landscape planting. If a formal 
design is what the client wishes and

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Holly Society Gathers in the East 


Tour National Arboretum, U. S. Plant Introduction Station and Hear Talks 


Perfect spring weather, a capacity 
audience of old and new holly en- 
thusiasts and an unusually full and 
yaried program, all combined to 
make the 10th anniversary meeting 
of the Holly Society of America, 
April 11 and 12, an affair long to 
be remembered. Headquarters for 
the gathering was the University of 
Maryland, College Park. Approxi- 
mately 250 members, guests and 
visitors from points as distant as 
California attended. 

Pre-meeting events included a buf- 
fet supper for the society's founders, 
given by Mr. and Mrs. John W. 
McNair, Baltimore, and a dinner for 
the holly research committee, given 
by Mr. and Mrs. John Walton, Clin- 
ton, Md., April 10. Thursday morn- 
ing, April 11, the society’s trustees 
held their annual spring meeting and 
box luncheon at the National Ar- 
boretum, Washington, D. C. 

The formal program began Thurs- 
day morning with a visit to the U. S. 
plant introduction garden, Glenn 
Dale, Md. Dr. John Creech, super- 
intendent, acted as host and, with the 
garden’s horticulturists, Walter Haw- 
ley and Eugene Griffith, briefly out- 
lined the functions and operation of 
this branch of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

On display were flats of holly 
seedlings germinated in sphagnum, 
showing the growth-retarding effects 
of this medium on seedlings after ger- 
mination. Potted plants of seedlings 
pricked off at intervals after germi- 
nation, planted in soil and fertilized, 
indicated the rates of growth after 
the seedlings were removed from the 
sphagnum medium. The experiment 
disclosed the possibility of holding 
holly seedlings in flats of sphagnum 
for 1, 2 or 3-year periods, in a sort of 
suspended animation. This technique 
is of value where it is necessary to 
produce seedlings of seeds whose 
germination powers might be lost 
over a period of years, if space is 
lacking for potting up or otherwise 
taking care of a large number of 
valuable plants, such as hybrids or 
introductions, at one time. 

Also on display were hybrids, in- 
cluding the cross, Ilex cornuta x 
centrochinensis. Of special interest 
to the visitors were plants from cut- 
tings and seeds collected by Dr. 
Creech during his 1955 and 1956 
plant exploration trips to Japan and

not yet released in the United States. 
These included hollies; a yellow-ber- 
ried form of Ilex crenata promises to 
be a worthwhile addition to land- 
scape materials. Members of the so- 
ciety were intrigued with the bonsai 
plants Dr. Creech brought back 
from Japan. These included one 
each of a rhododendron, holly, ma- 
ple, pine and spruce. The morning 
ended with a tour of the garden. 
Arboretum Visit 

The Thursday afternoon program 
was held at the National Arboretum. 
Dr. Henry T. Skinner, director, acted 
as host and, in welcoming the group, 
emphasized that the garden’s pro- 
gram of making plant collections and 
conducting holly research was acti- 
vated in part by the interests and 
needs of the members of the Holly 
Society of America. Because of the 
large number in attendance, the 
group was divided into four sections 
for a round-robin program of dem- 
onstrations, talks and inspection of 
holly activities at the arboretum. 

Charles Olivet, Falls Church, Va., 
a retired businessman now a holly 
grower, demonstrated his techniques 
of budding and grafting hollies. 

Dr. W. Andrew Archer, curatot 
of the National Arboretum herbari- 
um, discussed the importance of 
maintaining accurate herbarium 
sheets of varieties and species of 
hollies to document taxonomic and 
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other research work on living plants 
Typical herbarium sheets of holly 
were on display, and the method of 
their preparation was demonstrated 
Gabriel Edwin, assistant curator, 
discussed some of his findings on the 
cytotaxonomic studies of the hollies 
native to North America. 
Hybridizing Program 

The arboretum’s geneticist, Wil- 
liam Kosar, explained objectives in 
the holly-breeding program. He dem- 
onstrated various hybridizing tech- 
niques and displayed a number of 
plants resulting from crosses be- 
tween and within species where cer- 
tain objectives, such as dwarf plants 
or glossy leaves, combined with 
hardiness and heavy annual berry 
crops, were desired. 

Dr. Francis de Vos, assistant to the 
director, guided the groups through 
the lath houses and greenhouses and 
described the results of using differ- 
ent media in rooting holly cuttings 
under intermittent mist. 

The formal portion of the after- 
noon program ended with a tour 
through the arboretum’s permanent 
holly collection, which has been un- 
der development for the past 15 
years. The collection now contains 
92 English types, 101 selections and 
cultivars of American holly, 40 
types of I. crenata and 75 miscel- 
laneous species, hybrids and culti- 
vars. Magnolia and Japanese cher-

Tenth Anniversary Dinner 

The evening program started with 
an excellent dinner at the University 
Methodist church. Everyone was 
agreeably surprised to receive a 
birthday bag of mementos of the 
society's tenth anniversary. The so- 
ciety’s president, C. R. Wolf, presi- 
dent, New Jersey Silica Sand Co., 
Millville, N. J., presided and intro- 
duced individuals prominent in hor- 
ticultural circles and those who had 
played an important part in affairs 
of the society. 

Special guests at the dinner were 
members of the National Arboretum 
advisory council who were meeting 
at Washington, D. C., at the same 
time. These were introduced by Dr. 
Henry T. Skinner. Also introduced 
were Dr. T. B. Symons, the society’s 
only honorary member; Jackson 
Batchelor, Gardens Beautiful, Wil- 
liards, N. C., who helped prepare the 
list of objectives of the society in 
1945, and Gustav Malmborg, Malm- 
borg’s Greenhouses, Manheim, Pa., 
who authored the society's first bul- 
letin, in 1947. This booklet, inci- 
dentally, consisted of an article on 
hollies which had originally appeared 
in the American Nurseryman and 
was reprinted with Editor F. R. 
Kilner’s kind permission. 

After the dinner, the group re- 
assembled at the Student Union 
building, University of Maryland, to 
hear Dr. John Creech recount his 
experiences in hunting hollies and 
other plants during his two plant ex- 
ploration trips to the islands of 
Japan, in 1955 and 1956. Dr. 
Creech’s talk and_ breath-taking 
Kodachrome views made a fitting 
climax to the day’s program. 

Friday, April 12, the meeting be- 
gan promptly at 9:30 a. m., with 
President C. R. Wolf presiding. Dan- 
iel Fenton, holly orchardist, Mill- 
ville, N. J., chairman of the meet- 
ings committee, announced that 
Larry Livingston, Sassafras Farm, 
Cecilton, Md., would be chairman of 
the fall meeting at Longwood Gar- 
dens, Kennett Square, Pa., Novem- 
ber 7 and 8. 

Prof. Robert Clark, department of 
ornamental horticulture, Rutgers 
University, New Brunswick, N. J., in 
reporting for the soils committee, 
mentioned his experience as an at- 
tendant at the society's information 
booth at the recent New York flower 
show. Of the thousands of visitors 
who stopped to admire the holly ex- 





hibit and to ask questions, many 
were interested in finding out just 
how far north holly could be success- 
fully grown. While this committee, 
Professor Clark continued, is_pri- 
marily interested in soils, climate is 
a major factor in growing hollies, 
also. These plants, he said, like as 
much sunshine as possible in winter. 
Professor Clark illustrated his report 
with a series of Kodachrome slides 
showing the effects of too much sun- 
shine at the wrong time of the year 
and the burning and defoliation of 
leaves where this condition was too 
severe. 

G. Flippo Gravatt, forest patholo- 
gist, United States plant industry 
station, Beltsville, Md., chairman of 
the society's committee on diseases, 
announced that during the past 10 
years no serious disease damage has 
been reported to his group. 

A leaf and twig disease on holly 
has been known for at least 20 years 
in the states of Washington and 
Oregon. Whether this disease is im- 
ported or native is not known. This

trouble is particularly menacing in 
the east because there hollies are 
grown under conditions of high hu. 
midity. The disease has undoubtedly 
been shipped many times, but there 
have been no reports of its establish. 
ment in the east. Too few persons, 
warned Mr. Gravatt, are giving seri- 
ous pathological study to hollies. Any 
diseased holly specimens should be 
sent to the pathologist of one’s state 
land-grant college or university for 
observation. These agencies should 
be encouraged to work on_ holly 
problems. 

Mr. Gravatt mentioned his work 
with nature conservancy and the re. 
cent purchase of one of the northern. 
most native cypress groves in North 
America. This was obtained to be 
maintained as a permanent preserve 
and is already drawing considerable 
interest. The grove, in southern 
Maryland, has a large number of 
hollies growing among the cypresses 
These hollies are not actually grow. 
ing in water but in the debris accu- 
mulating during periods of high 
water. 

Dr. Francis de Vos, in reporting 
for the arboretum committee, 
showed a number of colored slides 
depicting holly scenes. These in- 
cluded a picture of a 4-year-old un- 
clipped hedge of Bosley’s hedge holly, 
one of the earliest holly plantings, 
of pedunculosa, at the Arnold 
Arboretum, Jamaica Plain, Mass., 
and an unusual view of a holly 
flower with five petals, three stamens 
and one pistil. 


Holly Handbook in Preparation 


The National Arboretum, Dr. de 
Vos said, is working on holly and 
using it a great deal because of its 
excellent landscape effects. One as- 
pect of the work has been assembling 
a good collection of colored slides 
and black-and-white photographs to 
back up the herbarium specimens. 
Impetus was given this phase of the 
program through the cooperation of 
the holly society and the American 
Horticultural Society, in prepara- 
tion of a holly handbook to be pub- 
lished soon as an issue of the Na- 
tional Horticultural magazine. Her- 
barium specimens, Dr. de Vos ex- 
plained, will be exceedingly impor- 
tant in the future in solving nomen- 
clature problems. 

The arboretum is also interested 
in problems of holly propagation. It 
is experimenting with such media as 
sand, sand and peat, vermiculite and 
other components to determine 
which alone, or in combination, is 
best for rooting holly.

GADGETS IN THE GARDEN 
[Continued from page 11] 
if it is effective, then it should be 
used—with good taste. 
Use of Gazing Globes 

Many times gadgets are garden 
features like the gazing globe in il- 
lustration C. People think of this 
ornament as something modern, but 
it has been in existence for many 
years. Certainly its brightness and 
form create the impression that it is 
better adapted to geometric areas 
and the streamlined garden. There 
was a great emphasis placed on these 
reflecting balls 25 or more years ago 

at least, by the manufacturers and 
mushrooming garden sales centers. 

They are still available, but not so 
readily purchased by the home- 
owner. The gazing globe is not so 
incongruous as it is sometimes de- 
scribed, for there are areas and 
gardens where it does not seem out 
of place. Rose gardens are often 
selected locations, because the pic- 
ture portrayed in the globe reflects 
the brilliant colors.of the surrounding 
roses. Too often this feature is 
placed so high on a pedestal that it 
dominates the garden. If it were 
lowered, the objection would be 
minimized. 

The globe in the illustration is in 
a perennial garden and is placed 
there primarily to reflect the distant 
rolling hills and fence lines. The 
owner likes it for this reason. I have 
also seen the same sphere in a wood- 
land where it looked quite foreign 
to the surroundings. Surely can 
be used, but one should be cautious 
in its placement.

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of the gadget to the house or garden. 
If wrought iron, like a hand rail, is 
part of the house, then the gate near 
the garden or the bracket on the 
porch might well be of the same 
material. Even a door or gate latch 
can afford an opportunity for carry- 
ing through the same theme. The 
repetition should not be overdone, 
though. 

Painted stones used to mark a 
driveway entrance are often so bright 
that they are completely out of 
place. Tree trunks are painted white 
also, but neither painted stones nor 
trees make good additions to the 
landscape. The reason for such 
things is to guide people into the 
driveway at night. A simpler means 
and one less detracting in the land- 
scape is the use of one or two small 
reflectors, which can be put on a 
nearby tree or a small section of a 
log at a corner of the drive. 


Stone Adaptable 


Gadgets that are of historical and 
geological significance to the region 
can be interesting and effective parts 
of the home grounds. Stratified stone 
used in walls or steps or as a bird- 
bath in a distant corner can be much 
at home, as long as these features do 
not become the only points of inter- 
est. Shrubs, trees and ground covers 
help such additions become friendly 
to the surroundings. The advantage 
of using stone is that varying heights 
and lengths can be used, but an old 
wagon wheel is just so big, and 
there is not much one can do about 
it. 

When wheelbarrows of flowers are 
used with a garden of old-fashioned 
flowers and the fence is the same 
color and material as the wheel- 
barrow, then harmony results. To 
leave such a feature all alone on the 
front lawn is not recommended. 

Other oddities that are gracing 
our landscapes—and most of them 
appear on the front lawn—include 
wooden ducks, birds in all colors, 
deer in many sizes and large, brightly 
painted jardinieres. 

Gadgets have their place in the 
garden, on the terrace or back 
porch and near the entrances, but 
many should be tempered by the use 
of plants or carefully evaluated be- 
fore being made a part of the land- 
scape picture.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








THE COMMON SHRUBS 


The tendency in horticulture is 
always to emphasize the new, the 
unusual, the rare and the difficult. 
Perhaps we ought to stop long 
enough to pay tribute to the common 
shrubs. They are spiraea, forsythia, 
weigela, philadelphus, deutzia, chae- 
nomeles, hydrangea and _syringa. 
These shrubs are common only be- 
cause they are easy to propagate and 
grow, certainly not because they lack 
beauty. 

Even nurserymen place most em- 
phasis on the novelties; the rest of 
the list gets just a mention. These 
plants, year after year, are grown 
and sold by the millions and give 
pleasure to gardeners all over the 
country. Still other thousands are 
begged, swapped, slipped, layered 
and divided by green thumb neigh- 
bors everywhere. These plants are 
beautiful, and it is only the aesthetes 
and the dilettantes that sneer at 
them. They are as decorative in the 
garden as any other plant, even 
though all of us, myself included, 
like the challenge of growing exotic 
and the difficult. 

It is true that these common shrubs 
are abused, often hacked instead of 
pruned and indiscriminately dotted 
all over the landscape. Most of them 
are Oriental and suffer a bit from 
the fashion of planting natives. 

Not only are these shrubs easy for 
the nurseryman to propagate and 
grow, but they will also thrive almost 
anywhere in the United States where 
it is possible to have a halfway gar- 
den. 

Of all the common shrubs, the 
forsythia in its several species and va- 
rieties is probably the most popular 
of all, and rightly so. Its bright, 
cheerful, showy blooms are the first 
real sign of spring. Though I have 
heard forsythias described as blobs 
of mustard spattered over the land- 
scape, the shrub has met with gen- 
eral favor. It is often carelessly and 
inartistically used, but it is never 
ugly. With a little imagination, one 
can enhance its usefulness and at- 
tractiveness. 

It looks best in a massed planting, 
although it can be trained as a vine, 
used as a cover for a bank or slope 
or pruned into an informal hedge. 
If the old wood is cut out and the 
long shoots are forced to grow, they 


can be trained on a fence or wall, 
around a post or espaliered. Since 
the forsythia blooms on wood made 
in the fall, the plants should not be 
pruned severely until after blooming. 
Plants can be cut to the ground and 
forced into a low hedge, but it does 
weaken them a bit if the pruning is 
done in the summer. 

While forsythia furnishes the first 
big show of color in the spring, there 
are some other plants blooming at 
the same time, and combinations are 
better than single colors. Daffodils, 
both yellow and white. are fine with 
forsythia. For color contrast there 
are the soft pink of the Japanese 
weeping cherry and the varied colors 
of Chaenomeles lagenaria. 


AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 


The spiraeas are the next most 
popular group of plants among the 
common shrubs. Most nurserymen 
grow a half dozen or so, usually 
Spiraea vanhouttei, arguta, thun- 
bergi,, billiardi, bumalda, cantonien- 
sis and prunifolia, and of all these 
probably the great majority are 
Spiraea vanhouttei. By the way, the 
manuals say there are more than 80 
species of woody spiraea suitable for 
temperate culture and found in the 
temperate zones of the. Americas, 
Europe and Asia. Most of them are 
showy and have been tried in culti- 
vation at different times. 

Spiraea vanhouttei is really not a 
species of its own but is considered a 
hybrid between S. cantoniensis (or 
reevesiana) and S. trilobata and has 
now been cultivated about 100 years. 
The bridal wreath (S. prunifolia 
has two outstanding virtues that 
make it attractive and popular. The 
profusion of blooms covers the whole 
plant with a blanket of white, and 
the naturally pendulous habit makes 
the shrub one of the most graceful

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PLANT NOTES HERE AND THERE

Yarrows for Summer Blooming 


While making up a list of achilleas 
for summer blooming recently, I 
was forcibly impressed by the large 
number of good kinds, some of which 
are seldom seen in present-day gar- 
dens. I suspect that this neglect may 
have come from the reputation for 
spreading possessed by some kinds 
and perhaps the dullness of others. 
Avoiding the dull ones and the worst 
spreaders—or adopting ways of com- 
bating their invasiveness—the nurs- 
eryman still has a long list of desir- 
able kinds, some of which will be 
pointed out in the following notes. 

As stated, some yarrows have de- 
servedly bad reputations as spread- 
ers. Take Achillea ptarmica for in- 
stance. I know of few better summer 
cut flowers than its varieties Perry 
White and the newer Snowball, 
whose pure white balls are highly 
useful in the make-up work of florists 
and the flower arrangements of ama- 
teurs. One has to remember, though, 
that it is a spreader. I know an 
estate here in northern Michigan 
where it is made much of as a sum- 
mer cutting flower and is divided 
yearly to keep it within bounds. The 
gardener says it produces a shorter 
stem with annual division, even 
though given a good soil and plenty 
of moisture. He maintains, however, 
that the plant makes up for that de- 
ficiency by giving larger and better 
flowers. The same thing holds true, 
no doubt, with other named varie- 
ties of ptarmica, all of which are val- 
uable for cutting, for landscape 
planting or both. 

Because A. filipendulina is one of 
my favorite summer-blooming hardy 
plants, I cannot let this opportunity 
pass without putting in a good word 
for it. As usually handled, it is little 
more than an unexciting, ordinary 
perennial, growing two to three feet 
tall and producing dull, flat, yellow 
heads during July and August. Take 
Parker’s variety, however; plant it in 
rich, well-drained soil that has been 
trenched at least 15 inches deep; 
give it plenty of moisture through 
the growing season, and see what 
A. filipendulina can do for the land- 
scape and for cutting. I remember 
a garden where it grew five feet tall 
and produced immense, brilliant yel- 
low heads all during the usual July 
and August season and often into 
autumn if the faded flowers were 


kept cut. Believe me, it made a spec- 
tacular ornament. Another pleasing 
feature of the plant from the garden- 
er’s viewpoint is the fact that it does 
and crown 


not run from the root, 
growth is conservative. Like other 
achilleas, the type is easily grown 


from seeds, but named varieties must 
be reproduced vegetatively—cuttings 
or divisions, as preferred—to get 
true-to-name stock. 

According to my memory of 
A. taggetea, or A. taygetea, as I had 
it from the Balkans about 1930, it 
grew not over eight or 10 inches tall, 
with disproportionately large, bright 
yellow heads during July and- Au- 
gust. The plant that I now see in 
nurseries under that name is almost 
twice as tall (around 18 inches, I 
should judge, though I have not 
measured any of the specimens seen 
and apparently has a longer bloom- 
ing season (from June well into Sep- 
tember). In any case, the plant now 
in gardens under this label is an 
attractive ornament, both for cutting 


and for the landscape, and appears 
to possess the usual achillea quality 
of being able to thrive in any sunny, 
well-drained spot, regardless of fer- 
tility and moisture. Incidentally, a 
further recommendation for it and 
A. filipendulina is that they both dry 
admirably for winter bouquets. 
There are a host of good small 
yarrows which deserve attention, 
though most of them bloom in May 


and June, too early to be classed 
with summer bloomers. Many, how-

Chrysanthemum Diana 


I am sure that readers will forgive 
me a bit of nostalgia when I mention 
the old-time chrysanthemum which 
heads this note. Going through an 
old scrapbook last week, I came upon 
a note from an equally old friend, 
Fritz Bahr, extolling the plant’s vir- 
tues, and immediately there came 
back a flood of memories. I should 
like to quote part of the note that 
started this train of thought. And 
before it escapes my mind, may I 
ask that readers please let me know 
if they have seen the variety lately 
and where it is to be obtained? 

The note reads, in part: “In call- 
ing attention to Chrysanthemum 
Diana, I do not want anyone to be- 
lieve that, among the endless varie- 
ties of small-flowering chrysanthe- 
mums, there are none as good as or 
better than Diana. But it is a fact 
that there are still many growers who 
grow Diana along with their pom- 
pons as a late white and think well 
of it. What is really remarkable and 
no doubt of interest to some is the 
fact that around Thanksgiving most 
growers around New York city, my- 
self included, considered Diana one 
of the finest small-flowering late 
white sorts of that day. But no one 
predicted that it would still be grown 
in 1925 and be considered a paying 
white for the retail grower.” 

I remember with a great deal of 
pleasure, we used to grow it in large 
numbers at Storrs & Harrison’s, at 
Painesville, O., in the early years of 
this century, and I should not be un- 
willing to try it again in my present 
small experimental way. 


Winter Mulch 


Although this is not the proper 
time to be writing about winter 
mulches, there have been many in- 
quiries lately on the subject. I 
imagine they were prompted by the 
heavy losses reported in some quar- 
ters after a warm fall last year and an 
erratic winter. No doubt many of 
these losses can be traced to too early 
covering last fall and subsequent 
warm weather and perhaps too early 
uncovering this spring, which left 
plants vulnerable to low tempera- 
tures. Plants which are entirely 
herbaceous, such as phloxes and 
peonies, may be covered as soon as 
the tops have died down, and the 
covering may be piled on as deep as 
desired when cold weather really 
comes, but plants with evergreen

foliage, such as pansies and candy- 
tuft, present an entirely different 
problem. The latter never can stand 
a thick covering, because of the dan- 
ger of matting down and rotting of 
the foliage. In these cases one should 
wait until the ground freezes. Re- 
member that the object of a winter 
mulch for plants with evergreen 
leaves is not to keep the ground from 
freezing; rather, it is to keep it frozen 
once frost has entered the ground. 
And that is done by applying a light 
mulch after the ground first freezes 


hard, be it November, December or 
even later. There can be no hard and 
fast rules on the mulching material 
used, for conditions vary in different 
parts of the country. In northern 
Michigan I prefer to use a covering 
of evergreen boughs, over which 
coarse marsh hay is spread. 
Sedum Stoloniferum 
A letter came recently asking for 
a discussion of Sedum stoloniferum. 
The question leaves me confused, 
because the name means different 





things to different people and seldom 
does it mean the true stoloniferum 
as understood by botanists. And afte: 
all that has been said in professional 
and amateur circles regarding the 
use of the name as applied to a creep- 
ing sedum, the confusion persists. At 
one time I had a complete collection 
of stonecrops and gave this particular 
point special study, with the result

gardens under label of S. stoloni- 
ferum are really forms of S. spurium, 
a fairly close relative, but one that 


can be easily distinguished from the 
other at any stage of growth. The 
matter is further complicated by 


some writers of catalog copy who re- 
fer to their plants as stolonifera, a 
term for which there is no authority 
in sedum literature, as far as I know. 

Sedum stoloniferum is rarely seen 
in this country. It comes from south- 
western Asia, and none of the true 
material that I have had is hardy 
here in latitude 45 degrees north. It 
is probably not necessary to point 
out all the minor traits which differ- 
entiate the two plants; one plainly 
discernible characteristic will point 
out the distinction. If the flowers are 
wide open and are borne in a lax, 
leafy inflorescence of three wide- 
spreading branches, often forked, 
with flowers in the forks, the plant is 
S. stoloniferum; if the flowers are 
large, with semierect (not flat and 
wide open as in the preceding 
petals, and the inflorescence is in a 
dense cluster, it is spurium. There are 
many other differences, to be sure, 
and I shall be glad to point them out 
to anyone who cares to write me 
direct. 

Filipendula Hexapetala 


A favorite in old-time gardens, the 
dropwort—now known as Filipen- 
dula hexapetala, though it has also 
been put with the spiraeas and the 
ulmarias—-seems to have fallen on 
evil days in modern garden practice. 
That is not as it should be, for the 
plant has much garden merit, the 
sprays of whitish flowers with cen- 
ters of golden stamens being just as 
decorative as they ever were. Under 
good culture, which includes a rich 
soil and watering during dry peri- 
ods, the flowering stems should reach 
a height of three feet, and the plant 
is then a good border ornament, 
especially if associated with the blue 
of Baptisia australis and of delphin- 
ium. It is so little known in present- 
day gardens that it would be practi- 
cally a novelty in the average neigh- 
borhood nursery. It is easily propa- 
gated from seeds sown in autumn 
and by division of the clumps. 


Willow Herbs 


An inquiry on Epilobium horne- 
manni, which was answered by mail, 
brought the subject of willow herbs 
to mind (and it is a big subject, with 
more than 200 species accounted for 
by botanists), with the result that I 
bring a few of my notes together 
here.

herbs under test and found them a 
most interesting group, supplying 
material running all the way from 
the minute creepers of alpine mead- 
ows to the rampageous fireweed, 
E. angustifolium, a widespread plant 
of the northern hemisphere. It would 
be useless to name many kinds here, 
because few are generally available. 
In fact, while I was preparing these 
notes, I went over my current Ameri- 
can catalogs and found just four 
listed in seeds and plants, none of 
which is a plant for general distribu- 
tion, though all possess good points 
for special purposes. For instance, 
the great willow herb, Epilobium 
angustifolium, is a good plant to 
cover areas where little else will 
grow. If such a spot is dry, the plant 
may not exceed two feet in height, 
but will put on its usual performance 
of rosy-magenta flowers in racemes 
from June into August. On the other 
hand, give it a damp situation, and 
it may become six feet tall or even 
taller (I have seen it reach the tow- 
ering stature of eight feet). It is then 
a really impressive sight. 

Another species offered in this 
country is fleischeri, a 6 to 9-inch 
plant from the mountains of Europe, 
“set with five dainty, narrow leaves 
of glossy green and bearing loose 
clouds of large pink crosses, between 
the petals of which appear the red- 
dish Vandyke-brown sepals, thus giv- 
ing the star a special richness,” as 
Farrar expressed it. This author used 
the names fleischeri and dodonaei 
interchangeably, but present - day 
writers say that dodonaei is the cor- 
rect name for the plant that we for- 
merly knew as E. rosarinifolium. The 
last-named reaches three feet in 
height, with the airy grace of the 
native fireweed and close clusters of 
rosy flowers in summer. Fleischeri 
seems to need a gravelly soil with 
moisture at the roots to do its best. 

There is another alpine species, 
E. obcordatum, from high places in 
California, that can be made an ex- 
quisite ornament. The conditions it 
requires in the midwest seem to be a 
moraine soil and constant moisture 
below. Then it makes a carpet of 
bluish leaves, lovely in themselves, 
and each leafy, 4-inch stem ends in a 
cluster of large, rose-colored flowers. 
The blooming season in northern 
Michigan extends from early June 
into August. All come quite readily 
from seeds and may also be grown 
from divisions.

Quality Plants Since 1841 

















pan. The definite arching habit is 

eraceful and desirable. Sometimes 

the tips of the branches remain 
against the soil long enough to root 

and could, if left alone, form a 

thicket. 

The leaves are compound in the 
sense that they split usually into five, 
sometimes seven, leaflets, as fingers 
branch from the palm of one’s hand. 
They are a medium green, with defi- 
nite teeth on the margins of the leaf- 
lets. The flowers are of little orna- 
mental value, and the black berrylike 
fruits do not add much. The one 
thing about the flowers is that sta- 
mens are borne on one plant and 
pistils on another, which means that 
both plant types are necessary in 
order to insure fruits on the pistil- 
late plant. 

The leafless young stems are rather 
attractive in the winter, since they 
are light tan and contrast with the 
grayer, older branches. It is well to 
remove a few of the older branches 
each year or every other year by cut- 
ting them at the ground level. If this 
is practiced, a plant results that is 
not only acceptable but appealing to 
the average homeowner. Spines are 
often present on both sides of the 
leaf scars and sometimes beneath. 

This is a shrub that, if allowed 
to grow, could reach a height of 
eight feet and possibly more, but it 
is better to follow the practice of 
regular pruning and keep the height 
at eye level or a little above. 

It is not a shrub that is complete- 
ly hardy throughout the northeast. 
because serious winter injury has oc- 
curred in the more northerly areas 
of Vermont, New Hampshire and 
New York states. It can be used in 
Canada, through some regions of the

It is planted mostly with 
low-growing material, which allows 
light to reach the below-grade meet- 
ing room. Paper birch and swect 
birch, vertical elements which relate 
the sheer height of the building to 
the low garden and which will re- 
main in scale as they mature, are 
placed at the corners and at the out- 
side edge of the garden, where they 
cut no light from the windows.

PENINSULA CHAPTER 


The March meeting of the Penin- 
sula chapter, California Association 
of Nurserymen, was held at the Faust 
restaurant, Mountain View, and fea- 
tured plant material discussions by 
Toichi Domoto, Toichi Domoto 
Nursery, Hayward; Maunsell Van 
Rensselaer, director of the Saratoga 
Horticultural Foundation, Saratoga, 
and Walter Borchers, W. B. Clarke 
& Co., San Jose. 

Toichi Domoto brought specimens 
of herbaceous and tree peonies and 
explained the differences in their 
culture and growing habits. Stating 
that herbaceous peonies deserve a 
more prominent place in bay area 
gardens, he suggested that nursery- 
men emphasize the need for regular, 
heavy watering during the growing 
season to increase their customers’ 
chances for success with this type. 
Tree peonies, being woody, are able 
to stand more neglect, but they grow 
best in heavy soil, with regular feed- 
ing during the growing season. 

Maunsell Van Rensselaer predict- 
ed an increase in the use of the arcto- 
staphylos, or manzanita, hybrids in 
landscape use in the next 10 years. 
He pointed out the modern adapta- 
bility of the Arctostaphylos densiflora 
hybrids, low-growing and spreading 
in habit, with neat foliage and an 
abundance of flowers. An example is 
the new hybrid, Howard McMinn, 
which grows about two feet in 
height, with an ultimate spread of 
six feet, produces masses of pink 
flowers during the February-March 
blooming season and will tolerate 
heavy, moist soils. 

Walter Borchers presented an ar- 
ray of spring-flowering shrubs and 
trees. Of particular interest were 
specimens of flowering cherries; 
lilacs, including the Clarke introduc- 
tions; Japanese maples, Laceleaf and 
Bonfire; Daphne mantensiana, con- 
sidered by many to be an easier-to- 
grow successor to D. cneorum, and 
examples of Japanese, Chinese and 
silky wistarias. 

Several other members of the 
chapter brought plant material, in- 
cluding Ralph Bernstein, Schmidt 
Nursery, Palo Alto; Ed Walker, Ed 
Walker Nursery, Los Altos, and 
Plantsmith, Palo Alto. John Coulter, 
Coulter’s Nursery, San Carlos, chap- 


ter president, brought a collection of 


ceanothus flowers from his own gar- 
den, and Harley Adams, San Jose, 
brought a compact, bushy seedling 
of Eucalyptus sideroxylon rosea, an 
unusual form of this normally up- 
right evergreen tree. C. J. B.

that can serve as double-duty beds 
are excellent; i.e., they can be filled 
with shavings, peat, etc., and used 
for heeling in bare-root stock in the 
winter. Later on, when the bare-root 
season is past, colorful items in con- 
tainers can be displayed on top of 
the filled-in material. This plan has 
the advantage of placing the mate- 
rial closer to eye level and makes it 
unnecessary for customers to bend 
over to examine the material. 

Lath Areas 


Before building lath areas, one 
should determine the square footage 
needed for such facilities by figuring 
out the approximate numbers of 
each item requiring lath and then 
estimating the space required for 
such items. Comparative figures of 
steel and wood construction should 
be checked. Steel construction re- 
quires fewer posts than wood, there- 
by giving more visibility.

Likewise, the space requirements 
for material to be displayed in the 
open can be ascertained. It is an 
axiom that the inventory in a nursery 
is not determined by the need, but by 
the space the nursery occupies. In 
other words, if a nursery owner has 
five acres, he will fill it; if he has 10 
acres, he will fill it. However, the 
actual inventory needed may fit into 
two acres. Therefore, study should 
be given to determine the amount of 
space needed for the various items 


and this much space and no more 
should be given them. 

Excessive inventory costs money in 
care and maintenance. Peak sea- 
sons may require more room for 
some items, but by careful planning 
and rotation, one can make judicious 
use of all available space. 

Today's garden centers require 
more indoor sales space than for- 
merly, and each square foot is ex- 
pensive. The modern operator must 
provide space for all things perti-

nent to the gardening customer's 
needs. Therefore, space requirements 
and the layout of the store are highly 
important. As mentioned earlier, an 
effective traffic pattern is important. 
Sales should end in the store. The 
cash register must have a spot that 
is accessible but also commands a 
view of the surroundings. If self- 
help is a factor, then the register 
should be located near the main 
exit. 
Minimum of Storage 


Shelf and wall spaces are premium 
spaces. Tools can be displayed at 
their best only on a wall. Gondolas 
having casters so they can_ be 
moved about are invaluable to 
the changing seasonal requirements. 
The day of the large storeroom is 
past. The old saying, “Hide it and 
don’t sell it,” was never truer than 
now. Stock takes just as much room 
in the storeroom as in the salesroom; 
so why not display it? Storerooms 
need be only large enough for stor- 
ing a few odd items, such as articles 
for return, and providing a place for 
a limited amount of unpacking. 
Everything else can be carried in 
the main store. Having all stock in 
one place will simplify inventory 
problems and avoid duplication of 
stock. 

In planning store space, give 
much thought to the over-all size. 
Gondolas, shelves and aisles require 
only so much room. Aisles should 
be about four to five feet in width; 
more than that is wasteful. Store 
widths and lengths should be planned 
for optimum usage—so many gon- 
dolas in so much space, so much 
space for paths and special displays. 
In other words, the display space 
and display fixtures required should 
be the determining factor of the size 
of store, not the converse. Building a 
store a certain size and putting in 
the fixtures later is putting the cart 
before the horse. Having the main 
fixtures on casters so they can be 
moved about allows changing setups 
for seasonal displays or utilization of 
the store space for special events, 
such as garden club meetings, Christ- 
mas programs, etc. These special 
events will be dealt with in a later 
article.

Indoor plants are an important 
part of today’s homes. The modern 
garden center operator should take 
advantage of this indoor plant mar- 
ket. It not only builds greater sales, 
but fills in nicely for plus sales in 
off seasons, particularly in winter.

plants. A small work area, preter- 
ably concealed from the view of 
customers, is necessary for potting 
and other planting work. 

Some thought should be given to 
providing for clean rest rooms in the 
modern garden center. If customers 
are to browse and remain in the es- 
tablishment, rest rooms should be 
provided for their convenience. 

Office space should also be pro- 
vided. The modern garden center 
requires good management, and the 
only way this can be effective is to 
have good working space. The day 
of carrying on office work in a few 
cigar boxes by the cash register is 
fast disappearing. Office space should 
be located near the cash register, but 
out of the line of fire of customers. 
Otherwise efficiency will be greatly 
reduced. Proper heating of sales 
areas and office areas is mandatory, 

Today’s garden operation is big 
business. If garden centers are to 
get their share of the consumer's 
dollar, they must attract buyers with 
good surroundings, ample parking, 
proper displays, attractive settings, 
accessible inventory and many other 
merchandising techniques. There is 
much more to selling nursery stock 
than just providing it for the custo- 
mer. Other businesses are using 
nursery items to attract customers: 
garden center operators must be one 
step ahead by doing a better job of 
selling and merchandising. The trade 
has the ability to offer customers 
better material and better informa- 
tion. These things will attract the 
public, providing they are backed up 
with proper layouts and good mer- 
chandising techniques. The garden 
center operator must think big and 
act big if he is to stay in business 
in today’s competitive market.

ROOT GALLS 


Root galls similar to those of 
crown gall and nematode injury can 
be caused by 2,4-D in irrigation 
water, according to R. D. Watson, 
Idaho agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Moscow. His work was pub- 
lished in the Plant Disease Reporter, 
volume 39, No. 5. 

Since none of the gall-forming 
nematodes or other pathogens usual- 
ly associated with these types of ab- 
normal growth were obtained in 
repeated isolations, the possibility 
that the galls were the result of 
growth hormone was investigated. 

An amine-form 2,4-D was applied 
to carrots, parsnips, beets and several 


members of the cabbage family. 
Applications were made in the 
greenhouse (1) as a spray on the 


foliage; (2) as a drench to the soil 
but avoiding contact with foliage, 
and (3) mixed with the soil prior to 
planting seeds. The plants were 
treated as seedlings, larger plants 
and transplanted mature stecklings. 

The most satisfactory method for 
producing root galls on plants was 
the drench method, simulating irri- 
gation with contaminated irrigation 
water. The soil treatment and foli- 
age applications in the greenhouse 
failed to produce the root galls, but 
soil applications at low rates pro- 
duced galls on carrots and beets. 

At any stage of their development, 
the plants developed root galls with 
the drench method of application. 
Plants producing galls failed to show 
symptoms typical of 2,4-D injury to 
the foliage. Root growth was inhib- 
ited, especially at higher concentra- 
tions. This often caused the death 
of seedlings and small plants. 

Galls were produced on all of the 
plants used in these tests and were 
roughly of three classes: The pri- 
mary galls of two types were pro- 
duced by direct contact of 2,4-D on 
the roots. They were of the hairy 
root type, and the local swellings 
were relatively free from roots. In a 
few plants, notably the cabbage 
family, there were secondary tumors 
produced at some distance above 
the point of contact with 2,4-D. 
These galls were suggestive of crown 
gall in their development. 

The stage of development of the 
plant had little effect on whether 
galls were produced by 2,4-D in the 
irrigation water. However, the stage

FOREST SPRAYING 


Selection of the proper atomiza- 
tion and timing of the application 
are of paramount importance in 
forest spraying for control of insect 
pests, according to a report on ex- 
perimental airplane spraying for 
spruce budworm control by J. M. 
Davis, W. E. Waters, D. A. Isler, 
R. Martineau and J. W. Marsh. Per- 
formed in spruce-fir stands in the 
northern Laurentide section of Que- 
bec, Canada, where spruce bud- 
worm populations were high, the 
work was a cooperative project be- 
tween the United States Department 
of Agriculture forest service, the 
province of Quebec and the state of 
Maine. The report was published in 
the Journal of Economic Entomol- 
ogy, volume 49, No. 3. 

Dosages of a quarter pound, a 
half pound, and one pound of DDT 
in one gallon of liquid per acre were 
applied by airplane to 10-acre plots. 
Each dosage was applied as coarse 
(300 microns), medium (150 mi- 
crons) and fine (80 microns) atomi- 
zations. Droplet sizes were measured 
and the DDT deposit per acre was 
determined. Effectiveness of the 
treatments was ascertained by count- 
ing the number of larvae dropping 
into cloth trays. 

From their investigation, the au- 
thors conclude that the optimum 
time to spray is when most of the 
budworm larvae are in the fourth 
and fifth instars. One pound of DDT 
per acre is the minimum dosage for 
maximum kill. A spray of medium 
atomization (150 microns) was more 
consistently effective than coarser or 
finer sprays. I.

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MARKETING PROSPECTS 

All fruit and vegetable crops are 
sold on the basis of both taste and 
eye appeal. This makes it doubly 
important in selling nursery prod- 
ucts to have them in the most at- 
tractive packages. 

Beyond the huge mail-order busi- 
ness of nurserymen, the development 
of the garden store, which adapts 
techniques of the super market and 
the department store, provides an 
expanded market, a much greatet 
opportunity to sell more plants. With 
people moving to the suburbs at the 
rate of about 1,000,000 every year 
and with more free time for workers, 
the home gardening movement is 
sweeping the country. 

In Michigan, perennials and many 
shrubs of better quality can be 
grown by progressive nurserymen 
who make the most of the state's 
good soil and cool nights. In the 
northern part of the lower peninsula 
and in the upper peninsula where 
there is a good snow cover all 
through the winter, especially in lo- 
cations near the lake with a tem- 
perate climate, good soil is just 
waiting for more ornamental plant 
material. 

To help the nurserymen sell more 
plants of better quality, the follow- 
ing marketing projects are under way 
at Michigan State University, East 
Lansing. 

1. A study of the cost of produc- 
tion of pot-grown plants with over- 
head and subirrigation compared to 
field-grown plants. Many nursery- 
men want a better conception of 
what it costs to produce a plant. 

2. Storage of cuttings. This is a 
continuation of the work with cold 
storage of cuttings to release bench 
space in the propagation house. 

3. Storage of gladiolus corms. 
Methods are being devised for the 
best storage conditions for gladioli. 

4. Forcing shrubs in midwinter 
that are planted bare root in mid- 
summer. In a project to make use 
of slack periods in the nursery trade, 
a number of plants were planted in 
full leaf in July and subsequently 
forced for early spring sales in full 
leaf and flower. 

5. Improved packages. An exten- 
sive program for testing the keeping 
quality of plant material in retail 
packages is under way in cooperation 
with mail-order nurseries. We want 
to know which packages sell the best, 
which packages keep the plants in 
best condition and, if new packages 
can be devised, which are more at- 
tractive without being too expensive.

Legal Decisions 


LEGAL DEFINITIONS 


Is it possible for the word “farm” 
in a state law or municipal ordinance 
to be stretched to include commer- 
cial nurseries? Yes, depending alto- 
gether on just how the law or ordi- 
nance is worded as a whole. 

In common use, the word “farm” 
no more includes a nursery where in- 
fant shrubs and trees are nurtured 
than it does a place where infant 
children are cared for. But in law 
much depends upon the nature and 








wording of a statute or ordinance. If 


both farms and nurseries are speci- 
fied in the legislation, the question, 
of course, would not arise. But if 


nurseries are not specially mentioned, 
a court may decide that, in consider- 
ing all circumstances, a reasonable 
interpretation requires that nurseries 
be included in the term “farm.” 

The point is illustrated by a case 
decided in 1943 by the Superior 
court of Pennsylvania, Township of 
Marple vs. Lynam, 30 Atl. 2d 208. 

Forty acres of land in the town- 
ship had been platted for use as 
building lots. The defendants, nurs- 
erymen, bought a solid block of 
vacant lots—-about 2.6 acres. The 
closest developed lot was 700 feet 
away, with uncultivated fields be- 
tween. Before defendants bought 
their lots, the township had zoned 
the area as residential. But the zon- 
ing ordinance specified that while 
the land remained undeveloped for 
residences, it might be used as a 
“farm, private greenhouse, recrea- 
tional center, bus station or munici- 
pal building.” 

Appeal Favors Nurserymen 

The defendants undertook to use 
their lots as additional ground for 
growing nursery stock. The township 
sued to prevent that use on the 
ground that it was not permitted by 
the ordinance. The trial judge ruled 
in the township’s favor, but, when 
the decision was appealed, the Supe- 
rior court set the ruling aside and 
ordered the suit dismissed. The high- 
er court said, in part: 

“Ordinances should be construed 
reasonably, in view of the purposes 
they are intended to serve. Effect 
should be given to the object sought 
to be accomplished, in the light of 
the circumstances existing at the 
time of their adoption, with proper 
regard for the consequences which 
would result from giving them a re- 
stricted meaning .. . 

“The word ‘farm’ has a suggestive

significance apart from any explicit 
or restricted meaning and, even in a 
popular sense, is applied to land used 
for any one of a variety of pur- 
poses cee 

“The lower court found that ‘the 
popular connotation of a “farm” is 
a place of several acres where the 
owner or tenant resides, a substan- 
tial portion of which is devoted to 
the raising of crops, such as wheat, 
oats, hay, etc., and some vegetables, 
such as corn and beans, and general- 
ly accompanied by the breeding of 
certain animals, such as pigs, cows, 
chickens, etc., the principal use of 
the produce being to maintain the 
farmer and his family, and only the 
excess being sold.’ Obviously de- 
fendants’ contemplated use does not 
come within that definition and the 
injunction was granted on_ that 
eround. 

“We cannot agree that the town- 
ship, in the ordinance in question, 
used the word ‘farm’ in that sense. 
But even a farm of that class has its 
wood lot and if, for example, locust 
trees are propagated and grown for 
sale as fence posts, or evergreens as 
Christmas trees, it is still a farm.

the land in question was subdivided 
into lots and was enacted not only 
to regulate the character of buildings 
to be erected but to allow the owners 
to make some use of their land while 
the lots remained vacant. The aver- 
age size of lots in this subdivision is 
25x125 feet, and the ordinance per- 
mits the use of a lot as a ‘farm’ with 
‘accessory use on the same lot’ inci- 
dental to that use. It is apparent that 
single lots or even the 2.6 acres of 
land owned by defendants are not 
adaptable to farming in the sense 
adopted by the lower court. A gen- 
eral-purpose farm requires a sub- 
stantial acreage. 

“But since it was the intention of 
the township to permit an owner to 
use his lot as a farm, the ordinance 
by necessary implication permits the 
use of the land for such agricultural 
specialty as the size of the lot will 
permit. That which is implied in an 
ordinance is as much a part of it as 
that which is expressed . . . An own- 
er, under the ordinance, undoubtedly 
could use his lot as a flower garden 
or a truck patch. These uses, as well 
as raising nursery stock to salable 
size, involve the same processes as 
producing crops on a farm. Using the 
land in question as a nursery is with- 
in the permitted uses under the ordi- 
nance.” S.

IRIS BORER CONTROL 


DDT sprays, applied to iris leaves 
in spring, killed most young larvae 
of the iris borer in an experiment 
conducted by John C. Schread, 
Connecticut agricultural experiment 
station, New Haven, and reported in 
the station’s circular No. 202. The 
DDT solution, one teaspoon of 25 
per cent emulsion to a gallon of 
water, was sprayed on the leaves at 
7 to 10-day intervals from mid-April 
through late May. 

Two phosphate insecticides also 
proved effective in iris borer control. 
Applied in August, when many of the 
borers were fully grown, Thimet and 
Trithion (two teaspoons per gallon 
of water) killed the borers in the iris 
rhizomes and in the soil. These ma- 
terials were sprayed on the leaves, 
exposed rhizomes and surface of the 
soil.

STRAWBERRIES IN OHIO 


Research bulletin 787 of the Ohio 
agricultural experiment _ station, 
Wooster, O., “Trends in the Ohio 
Strawberry Industry,” compares de- 
velopments in the industry in Ohio 
and other states and analyzes present 
problems and opportunities in the 
field in Ohio. M. E. Cravens and L. 
U. Cockroft, associate professor and 
graduate student, respectively, in the 
department of agricultural economics 
and rural sociology at the Wooster 
station, note that Ohio has failed to 
keep pace with other strawberry- 
producing states since the war. 

Illustrating this and other industry

SMALL SHIPMENTS STUDY 


In the light of tests conducted at 
the University of New Hampshire, 
Durham, N. H., during late May and 
early June, 1956, it appears practi- 
cable to make shipments of small lots 
of certain types of lining-out stock 
and rooted cuttings over a wide 
area. 

The tests under discussion involved 
106 shipments of hardy chrysanthe- 
mum rooted cuttings. About 80 per 
cent of the shipments were lots of 
less than 25 rooted cuttings. The 
average shipment consisted of 34 cut- 
tings. 

Polyethylene was used in all ship- 
ments. The roots of the plants were 
laid on a sheet of polyethylene on 
sphagnum, while tops were cush- 
ioned with excelsior. They were 
rolled up and fastened with elastics 
and then cushioned with excelsior. 
None were sealed tight in polyethy- 
lene. 

About 13 per cent of the shipments 
and 8 per cent of the plants arrived 
in poor or fair condition. However, 
most of the plants received in poor 
condition or lost were included in 
two shipments. With few exceptions 
the extras normally shipped would 
have covered all losses. The losses 
that did occur were, in most cases, 
due to delays in shipment and ex- 
cessively high temperatures. 

Shipping costs averaged 1 cent 
per rooted cutting and 5 per cent of 
dollar value. The extreme range was 
0.25 to 3.9 cents per rooted cutting 
and from 2.7 per cent to 11.6 per 
cent of dollar value. 

Mailing Costs Cut 

Packaging small lots (under 15 
rooted cuttings) to achieve shipping 
weights of eight ounces or less was 
accomplished by use of mailing tubes 
and wrapped excelsior rolls. With 
these it was possible to reduce mail- 
ing costs to about 25 per cent of 
those for conventional packaging 
that weighs over eight ounces. 

It is possible to ship plants and 
seeds in packages of eight ounces or 
less anywhere in the United States 
for from 2 to 6% cents, whereas 
packages of over eight ounces would 
cost 23 cents or more if shipped out- 
side the local zone. 

These tests are described in New 
Hampshire report No. 14, “Packing 
and Shipping New Hampshire Hardy 
Chrysanthemum Rooted Cuttings” 
(Dec., 1956), which is available on 
request from the writer, L. A. 
Dougherty, Morrill Hall, University 
of New Hampshire, Durham, N. H. 
The report includes data relating to 
practices in making postal and pack- 
ing charges on shipments.

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Modern Methods in Tree Practices 


Pruning, spraying, feeding, sur- 
gery and tree removal are modern 
methods utilized in tree work for 
combating pests and for general 
maintenance. These methods, prop- 
erly carried out, are important aids 
in maintaining and prolonging the 
ornamental value of shade trees. 
However, improper and inadequate 
execution of these methods may be 
more detrimental than beneficial to 
the welfare of the tree. 

Trees can be pruned to improve 
their shape and general appearance; 
to remove branches and stems dam- 
aged by wind, ice, hail, frost, light- 
ning, rubbing and other types of 
mechanical injuries, and to eliminate 
dead twigs and branches. Removal 
of weakened and dead branches will 
eliminate breeding places for insects 
such as bark beetles and borers. This 
is especially important in the control 
of the European elm bark bectle 
which carries the Dutch elm disease 
fungus. 

Pruning to remove diseased 
branches is beneficial in the control 
of canker, dieback, gall and witches’- 
broom disease. Branches affected 
with these diseases should be cut 
back six inches or more below any 
evidence of bark and sapwood dis- 
coloration, usually to a living lateral 
or to the trunk. Ugly wounds caused 
by branches splitting down should be 
avoided by making three cuts; first, 
an undercut 12 to 18 inches out from 
the main stem; second, an overcut 
two to three inches farther out, 
which will cause the branch to break 
off, and third, a final cut which re- 
moves the stub flush with the main 
stem. Avoid injuring the bark, since 
new infections may occur through 
wounds resulting from such injuries. 


Timing Important 


Time of pruning may determine 
the effectiveness of treatment. When 
diseased branches are wet, bacteria 
and fungus spores ooze out from dis- 
eased areas onto the surface of the 
bark. Pruning for disease control at 
this time should be avoided, since 
the organisms may be spread by 
pruning tools. This is especially im- 
portant during late April, May and

early June when trees are most sus- 
ceptible to many diseases. Pruning 
tools should be disinfected, and al! 
pruning wounds should be disinfect- 
ed and painted. Denatured alcohol 
(70 per cent) is an effective, non- 
corrosive, rapid-drying, readily avail- 
able disinfectant. 

Special care must be exercised in 
pruning to control canker stain of 
plane trees. The disease can be trans- 
mitted by any agency that makes 
contact with the fungus on diseased 
trees and then comes in contact with 
wounds or makes wounds on healthy 
trees. Pruning should be done during 
the winter when the fungus is least 
active. All pruning tools should be 
carefully disinfected before they are 
used on healthy trees. Denatured al- 
cohol of the antifreeze type is a sat- 
isfactory disinfectant. Climbing ropes 
contaminated with the fungus can 
be disinfected by exposure to formal- 
dehyde vapors for three hours (one- 
fourth pound in a 10-gallon closed 
container). Since the fungus can be 
carried in ordinary types of wound 


dressing, a gilsonite-varnish type of 
paint (federal specifications TT-V. 
51) that has 0.2 per cent phenylmer. 
cury nitrate mixed in it should be 
used. 

Early infections of oak wilt in 
white oaks and Dutch elm disease jn 
elms, if localized in _ individual 
branches, may be eliminated by 
pruning. Wilt producing fungi, e.g, 
verticillium, that have invaded the 
trunks of affected trees cannot be 
eliminated by pruning. Branches on 
such affected trees that show foliage 
wilt may not die but produce a new 
crop of leaves later the same grow. 
ing season or the following growing 
season. Severe disfiguration of these 
affected trees may be avoided by re. 
moving only the dead branches or 
dead wood of wilting branches. Elms 
affected with the wetwood disease 
are apt to bleed more profusely when 
pruned during July, August and 
September since sap pressure is 
highest at this time of year. Sap pres. 
sure in wetwood affected elms is low- 
est from December to March.

Fertilizers and other minerals may 
be sprayed on foliage of trees for 
limited or temporary stimulation of 
growth and for correction of some 
nutritional deficiencies. Deficiencies. 
such as chlorosis, may be corrected 
temporarily by spraying the foliage 
with a solution of the required min- 
eral. This type of treatment is effec. 
tive only on the foliage sprayed or 
only for a single growing season, 
More lasting control is obtained by 
treating the soil to correct the defi- 
ciency. 

Spray injury may occur as discol- 
oration, distortion or burn of leaves: 
defoliation; killing of twigs and 
branches, or stunting of growth. 
Spray drift or vapors from herbicides 
such as 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T frequently 
cause injury to trees as well as to 
other plants. Adequate coverage of 
elms with DDT to control the elm 
leaf hopper, carrier of the phloem 
necrosis virus, is essential. However, 
heavy applications of this material 
frequently cause abundant foliage 
burn and may cause the death of 
numerous branches, especially lower 
branches. 


Methods of Feeding 


To promote vigorous growth and 
to maintain the health of trees, it 
often becomes necessary to provide 
food materials that are lacking or are 
present in insufficient quantities in 
the soil. Tree foods may be supplied 
as foliage sprays, trunk injections 
and soil applications. Foliage sprays 
have a temporary effect because they 
usually help only the foliage that re- 
ceives the spray. Trunk injections 
are effective over longer periods of 
time than foliage sprays but are less 
permanent in their effect than soil 
applications. Numerous holes made 
in trunk injections are detrimental to 
the tree, and fungus infections may 
develop in the wounds. Soil applica- 
tions are more commonly used and 
are usually effective for longer pe- 
riods of time. 

Vigorous trees are more resistant 
to attack by insects such as borers 
and bark beetles and by many canker 
and wilt diseases. Feeding may be 
beneficial in combating some of the 
vascular wilt diseases, such as ver- 
ticillium wilt, since fungi and bacter- 
ia that invade sapwood vessels and 
spread rapidly throughout the tree 
cannot be eliminated by pruning, 
spraying or surgery after they have 
invaded the sapwood.

trees affected with canker stain are 
advisable only when the disease is 
confined to branches. Special care 
used in removing branches affected 
with this disease is described under 
pruning. 

Wood rot diseases are exceedingly 
difficult if not impossible to control, 
since there is no practical way of de- 
termining when all of the fungus- 
infected wood has been removed. 
Removal of the decayed wood and 
disinfection of the exposed wood 
does not insure elimination of the 
disease, because many wood-rotting 
fungi penetrate the wood from a few 
inches to several feet beyond the lim- 
its of visible decay. To treat cavities 
resulting from wood rot it is advis- 
able to remove as much of the rot- 
ting wood as possible or practicable 
and avoid unnecessary injury to 
the living bark and wood. Add 
to the physical strength of the tree 
and disinfect and seal the exposed 
wood to protect against fungi and 
insects. The treatment should result 
in a reasonable degree of durability, 
and the treated area should be ac- 
ceptable in appearance. 

Fluxing or bleeding of wounds, 
especially of elms, caused by wet- 
wood can be eliminated by tapping 
the trees to remove the gas and sap 
that have accumulated in the dis- 
eased wood. Fluxing wounds where 
branches have been removed can 
usually be drained by boring a hole 
3g to ¥4-inch in diameter, six to 14 
inches directly below the fluxing 
region. Fluxing cracks in trunks and 
in branch crotches may or may not 
respond to the same treatment. The 
crack in the wood may not be di- 
rectly behind the fluxing area in the 
bark. It may be so located that a 
hole bored directly beneath the bark 
crack will miss the wood crack, and 
proper drainage will not result. As 
a rule it is best to bore the hole to 
one side and about six to 14 inches 
below the fluxing crack. The hole 
should be directed toward the prob- 
able location of the crack in the 
wood or toward the center of the 
heartwood. Drain holes should have 
sufficient slant to allow the wetwood 
sap to flow out and they should ex- 
tend through the heartwood to with- 
in a few inches of the bark on the 
opposite side of the trunk. A short 
piece of threaded pipe or conduit 
pipe should be inserted in the drain 
hole--only far enough to be firm 
to carry the dripping sap away from 
the trunk and buttress roots. If the 
pipe penetrates water-soaked wood, 
proper drainage will not result. Pipe

HOLLY SOCIETY MEETING

Cecilton, Md., a holly orchardist 
and research chemist, reported as 
chairman of the society’s research 
committee. Dr. A. N. Roberts, Ore- 
gon State College, Corvallis, Ore., 
and Richard Wyman, nurseryman of 
Framingham, Mass., were added to 
the committee during the past year. 

One project already under way 
relates to the oxygen demands of 
hollies as influenced by soil condi- 
tions and varietal and species re- 
quirements. Dr. Dodge announced 
that the trustees had approved a 
3-year research program on the nu- 
tritional needs of hollies, to be under- 
taken by the University of Delaware, 
Newark. The study will involve two 
years of laboratory work and a third 
year checking the results of the pre- 
vious two. By that time, Dr. Dodge 
mentioned, it is hoped to expand the 
program to have field testing done 
at other universities, in the south 
and west. 

The approved program will re- 
quire $12,000. While this seems a 
large sum, Dr. Dodge stated, if they 
are spread out among the member- 
ship, individual contributions can be 
relatively small and will in no man- 
ner be commensurate with the values 
to be derived from the study. For the 
work to be started this year, half of 
the funds must be available by the 
end of July. 


Holly Berry Midge 


The formal session of the Friday 
program opened with Theodore L. 
Bissell, extension entomologist, 
Maryland extension service, College 
Park, discussing the holly berry 
midge, a relatively new holly pest. 
This insect, he reported, was studied 
by Dr. Ernest N. Cory, former state 
entomologist, and Henry Highland, 
a graduate student at the University 
of Maryland. The midge infests holly 
berries and causes them to remain 
green instead of turning a normal red 
at maturity.

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ner as fluorine is taken up and kills 
insects feeding on the treated plants. 
However, the fluorine will also kill 
animals that might feed on the treat- 
ed plants. In recent years, phos- 
phorous compounds have been put 
to this use and, after investigation, 
were found to be an improvement 
over some of the earlier chemicals. 
These require smaller amounts to 
kill the insects and disappear rather 
quickly after they have done their 
job. This is a highly important fac- 
tor with food plants but not too im- 
portant with hollies. 


Miner Control 


Drs. Cory and Highland applied 
systemics in several ways. The mate- 
rial used was Systox, a chemical 
highly poisonous to animals and per- 
sons, as well as to insects. It must be 
used according to the directions on 
the label, Mr. Bissell warned, and it 
is important to read all of the fine 
print on the container. The material 
was sprayed on the ground unde 
miner-infested trees, applied as a 
foliage spray and painted as a band 
around the trunk below the lowest 
branches. The most effective way, 
the researchers found, was the paint- 
ing of a 4- to 6-inch band around the 
trunk of the holly, below the 
branches. 

Of 45 trees treated in 1955 with 
Systox, good control of leaf miner 
was obtained with the trunk paint- 
band method, while results with foli- 
age spray were not quite so good. 
Control methods still need to be 
worked out, perhaps for individual 
cases and for individual workers. Use 
care in handling these chemicals, 
Mr. Bissell again cautioned; use rub- 
ber gloves while painting and a re- 
liable gas mask while spraying. 

Hybridizing Data 

William Kosar next discussed the 
holly hybridizing program. now un- 
der way at the National Arboretum, 
along with some of the techniques 
involved and a few of the results 
obtained. He expressed appreciation 
to the society for contributions to 
the arboretum’s holly collection, de- 
claring that a holly-breeding pro- 
gram requires a wealth of good 
plants to work with and the best 
techniques to develop outstanding 
progeny. 

After selecting the parents for the 
cross, the technique is simple, as long 
as one can tell the difference between 
a male and a female flower, the 
geneticist explained. The main thing 
is to keep a good record, so that one 
knows which parents were used in 
the cross. Then, in later years, if the 
cross has produced some outstanding 
results, one will have the data to aid

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cies. These are tests to learn which 
ones within the various groups 
are compatible with one another. 
The program at the arboretum last 
year consisted of 2,589 cross-pollina- 
tions, and out of that number 936 
berries were set. 

In closing, Mr. Kosar stated that 
holly breeding programs hold high 
potentials. He asked holly breeders 
to keep other workers informed of 
their successes and failures. Eventu- 
ally Mr. Kosar hopes to obtain hol- 
lies with perfect flowers. 


Landscape Demonstration 


The morning program ended with 
an unusual demonstration on the 
uses of holly in landscaping, by 
Anthony R. Gould, Washington, 
D. C., business manager, U. S. News 
and World Report. Mr. Gould, a 
holly enthusiast, is a popular garden 
club speaker at Washington. He re- 
counted his experiences at speaking 
engagements and related how others 
might enjoy similar popularity and 
at the same time impart a knowl- 
edge of holly and help homeowners 
to landscape their properties more 
effectively. Depending upon the sea- 
son, he shows slides and _ berried 
branches of holly or discusses how 
holly can be used in Christmas ar- 
rangements. He encourages his audi- 
ences to get away from their own 
gardens and to visit others, thereby 
increasing the pleasure and profit to 
all. 

Mr. Gould demonstrated his latest 
garden club lecture, in which he uses 
a sheet of metal set on a folding 
frame placed on a table top. The 
metal slants toward the spectators 
for better visibility and is painted 
green to simulate a lawn. On this 
background the speaker places an 
appropriate-size model of a modern 
house, with a strip of paper to repre- 
sent a sidewalk. This, he said, is what 
the average homeowner acquires 
when he purchases a home. Then, 
various sizes of model trees and 
shrubs with magnetized metal bases 
were placed strategically around the 
house and along the property lines 
and walk. A fence was added, to give 
a feeling of length to the grounds. 
and a flower border provided color 

Mr. Gould stated the plant mod- 
els represented various holly spe- 
cies and varieties. The magnetized 
bases held them firmly in place on the 
slanting metal sheet, yet the models 
could be placed where their effec- 
tiveness was greatest. He advised the 
use of other trees and shrubs, such 
as dogwood and azaleas, to comple- 
ment the hollies, and the value of 
this suggestion was quite evident 
from his demonstration.

Bee Efficiency 


George Abrams, Maryland state 
apiculturist, College Park, described 
the activities of bees and_ told 
their value to fruit growers and to 
holly orchardists. The life of the 
honeybee, he related, is divided into 
three parts, each of 21 days. A 
worker bee—the one seen in the fields 
—spends its first period reaching 
adult stage, after which it becomes 
an inside worker, cleaning the hive, 
ripening the honey and building the 
combs. After this, it becomes old 
enough to forage in the field. 

Labor in the fields is divided be- 
tween two large groups. Some of the 
bees operate as searcher bees. These 
are usuaily out in the morning, flying 
without special direction or appar- 
ent purpose. They go to flowers, look 
around and perhaps bypass a par- 
ticular field because it has been 
worked. If a bee finds a holly tree 
that has just flowered it will then 
take a load of nectar and pollen and 
fly back to the hive and communicate 
to the other bees that this source tree 
is in bloom. The searcher bee indi- 
cates the direction and distance of 
the tree through various ingenious 
signs. This, of course, is important 
information when the source of nec- 
tar is any distance from the hive. 


Mycorhiza Described 


Edward Hacskaylo, physiologist, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, plant industry station, Belts- 
ville, Md., introduced the subject of 
mycorhiza. Mycorhiza is a specialized 
relationship between plant roots and 
fungi. The term itself means a fungus 
root, and when it is used, the term 
means the root and fungus, neither 
alone. In holly literature there is 
little reference to mycorhiza, yet Dr. 
Hacskaylo’s observations indicate the 
condition is frequent. 

With Kodachrome slides, Dr. Hac- 
skaylo first showed how mycorhiza 
exists in other plants besides holly. 
One slide showed a holly root with 
no fungus present; the root appeared 
white, with only a few root hairs. 
Another slide showed the inside of 
a root with the individual cells. 
Most of the time, Dr. Hacskaylo 
stated, he found fungus material 
penetrating the cells. The roots con- 
tinued to grow and look perfectly 
normal, but the fungus was digested 
by the root system; the holly was 
parasitizing the fungus and using it

in its metabolic processes. Mycorhiza 
is restricted to certain sections of the 
root system. It invades from behind 
and does not get into the cells of the 
growing tip of the root, as this would 
stop crowth. 

Society Data 

In the concluding talk, Harry 
William Dengler, extension forester, 
University of Maryland extension 
service, College Park, traced the his- 
tory of the Holly Society of America 
from 1944, when the organization 
was merely an idea, through its 
founding and then its incorporation 
in 1947, up to the present year when 
the membership is expected to pass 
the 1,000-mark. Much good work 
has been accomplished during the 
10-year life of the society through 
the unselfish efforts of the officers, 
committees and members. 

Mr. Dengler thought it interesting 
to note that the society's first publi- 
cation in 1947 was printed in co- 
operation with the Wildflower Pres- 
ervation Society. In 1957, 10 years 
later, the society is cooperating with 
the American Horticultural Society 
in the preparation of a handbook on 
hollies. The data, requiring about 
194 pages, will be published soon as 
a special issue of the National Hor- 
ticultural magazine. Sections will be 
devoted to the folklore of holly, holly 
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line of rustic wood fences—woven wood, 


open and close cleft, stockade, rustic 
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growing and holly use. Each section 
has been carefully prepared by an 
authority. 

As usual at meetings of the society, 
exhibits of interest were on display. 
The sides of the meeting room were 
lined with large colored photographs 
of holly in arrangements, in orchards, 
in flower and in fruit, taken either 


by or for the society’s president, 
C. R. Wolf. Alfred Teufel, Portland, 
Ore., displayed branches of west 


coast holly of his named varieties, 
plus a number of orchid and holly 
corsages, which were given to the 
ladies that were present at the meet- 
ings of the society. 


PECAN SCAB CONTROL 
Richard H. Converse, of the Okla- 


homa agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Stillwater, reported in the Plant 
Disease Reporter for October 15, 
1956, that control of pecan scab, 
Cladosporium effusum, the incitant 
of pecan scab, persists on the tree 
from one growing season to the next 
as holdover stromata on infected 
parts. 

On nursery trees lesions may occur 
on the trunk and main branches as 
well as on the smaller branches. Scab- 
infected nursery stock can become a 
source of inoculum in old or new 
plantings. The shipment of infected 
nursery stock could be an important 
means of distributing possible new 
strains of the scab pathogen. For ex- 
ample, a strain of C. effusum capable 
of infecting the variety Stuart, long 
regarded as highly resistant to scab, 
was recently reported in the state of 
Mississippi. 


Effective Fungicides 


In March, 1956, four materials 
found promising as contact fungi- 
cides when tested against the pecan 
scab pathogen in the laboratory and 
the field were sprayed on badly 
scabbed nursery trees of the variety 
Burkett, which had just been 
planted. A knapsack-type sprayer 
was used to apply them. The four 
compounds used as fungicidal treat- 
ments in this experiment were: 

Puratized agricultural spray - 
7.5 per cent tris (2-hydroxyethyl 
(phenylmercuri) ammonium lactate, 

Santobrite—75 per cent sodium 
pentachlorophenoxide plus 13 per 
cent sodium salts of other chloro- 


phenols, 
Stauffer N-521—-90 per cent tetra- 
hydro—3, 5-dimethyl-2H-1, 3, 5- 


thiadiazine-2-thione, 

Dithane D-14—19 per cent nabam 
(disodium ethylenebis [dithiocar- 
bamate ] )

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tion, two applications of Puratized 
agricultural spray were made to one 
group of trees, and another group 
was left unsprayed. 


Complete Eradication Needed 


The production of conidia of C. 
effusum on holdover stromata on 
stems was determined 10 and 112 
days after the contact fungicides 
were applied. Puratized agricultural 
spray at the 5-pint rate completely 
prevented the production of conidia. 
Aerial mycelium was present on the 
stromata after one but not after two 
applications of Puratized agricul- 
tural spray. A fair degree of control 
was obtained with Puratized agricul- 
tural spray at the 2'/-pint rate and 
with Santobrite plus dormant oil. 
Complete eradication of the path- 
ogen is desirable, however, to prevent 
the development of a few primary 
lesions on foliage which could serve 
as sources of conidia for secondary 
infections. Stauffer N-521 and Di- 
thane D-14 were in 
this test.

None of the treatments except 
Stauffer N-521 on one tree affected 
foliation. The rate of leaf appear- 
ance was independent of treatment.

OAK WILT FUNGUS IN LOGS 


Oak wilt fungus can develop in 
logs from infected trees at a wide 
range of temperatures, according to 
new scientific evidence. Significantly, 
this discovery by A. W. Engelhard, 
plant pathologist with E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours & Co., underscores the 
previously recognized threat of 
standing dead trees as a source of 
disease spread. Such trees or infect- 
ed logs in the forest, or fireplace logs 
stacked in the back yard, may be the 
means of infecting healthy oaks with 
the fungus. 

Dr. Engelhard reported his find- 
ings before the annual meeting of the 
American Phytopathological Society. 

He said that the oak wilt fungus 
develops readily in logs both under 
natural conditions outdoors and 
when stored indoors at temperatures 
as high as 77 degrees. The fungus 
mats and pads also developed read- 
ily at 43 degrees, the lowest tem- 
perature tested. It is likely that the 
disease would thrive and grow at 
temperatures below this level. 

The fungus mats of oak wilt dis- 
ease develop beneath the bark of 
infected trees, eventually causing 
breaks in the bark. This same de- 
velopment occurs in infected logs, 
Dr. Engelhard said. When the bark 
cracks, exposing the fungus growth, 
it becomes possible for insects o1 
other carriers to transmit the disease 
organisms from the tree log to 
healthy trees. 

Plant pathologists who have stud- 
ied this disease believe that insect 
transmission is the primary method 
of spread. The disease is also spread 
by natural root grafting—by the 
roots of diseased trees’ attaching 
themselves to the roots of healthy 
trees. 

By the time symptoms of oak wilt 
are to be readily recognized, by a 
wilting of the leaves, the disease 
organisms are well spread through 
the sapwood of the tree. 


Dr. Engelhard carried on his stud- 
ies in Iowa, one of three states (the 
others being Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota) in which oak wilt was first dis- 
covered in the United States in 
1942. Since then the disease has been 
identified in 15 states, ranging east 
from Kansas and Nebraska to the 
Atlantic ocean and as far south as 
Arkansas, Tennessee and North
